FIRST DAY. 



The One Hundred and Thirteenth Session of the Virginia 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, was held at Richmond, Ya., beginning on Wednesday, No- 
vember 13th, 1895, Bishop Charles B. Galloway presiding. 

The Conference was opened with Divine service, conducted by 
Bishop Galloway. 

The Secretary of the last Conference called the roll, and the follow- 
ing members appeared and took their seats.* 

Paul Whitehead was elected Secretary, and Samuel S. Lambeth and 
Ernest Stevens Assistant Secretaries. 

The hours of meeting and adjournment daily were, on motion, fixed 
at half- past nine o’clock A. M. and half-past one o’clock P. M., re- 
spectively. 

On motion, the Presiding Elders of Richmond and West Richmond 
Districts, and the pastors of our churches in Richmond and Manches- 
ter, were appointed a Committee on Public Worship. 

The Committee on Publish ng Interests was constituted as follows, 
according to subsisting regulations: T. O. Edwards, W. H. Riddick,

E. N. Sledd presented a communication from the Session of the 
Grace Street Presbyterian Church, in this city, tendering the use of 
their church building and rooms for the use of this body. 

On motion, Gustavus W. Dyer was appointed to make collections for 
the “Conference Minutes,” and G. H. Spooner to distribute the mail 
for members of the Conference. 

The Committee on Memoirs was constituted as follows, according to 
standing regulations on the subject : Paul Whitehead (chairman), Jo- 
seph H. Amiss, Joshua S. Hunter, J. E. Sturgis, C. L. Bane, J. Powell 
Garland, and Wm.

Church, South (through Eev. D. Morton, D. D., Corresponding Secre- 
tary), was presented to the Conference, read, and referred to the Board 
of Church Extension of this Conference. 

A communication from Eev. W. D. Kirkland, D. D., Sunday-School 
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Editor of the M. E. Church, South, was presented to the Conference, 
read, and referred to the Sunday-School Board of this Conference. 

A communication from Rev. George Wms. Walker, in behalf of the 
Paine and Lane Institutes, was read, and, on motion, referred to the 
Board of Education. 

R. H. Bennett and James Cannon, Jr., presented the following 
paper : 

“ Whereas, during the past year, certain questions have arisen between John J. 
Lafferty and the undersigned, we hereby respectfully request of the Conference 
the appointment of a committee, which shall investigate thoroughly all matters 
involved.” 

The request was granted, and, on motion, it was ordered that the 
committee consist of nine clerical members of the Conference, and that 
the Chair appoint the same.

Minute Question 2, “Who remain on trial?” was called, and Eugene 
J. Potts, Wm. C. Pace, M. S. Colonna, Jr., John W. Parrish, Lloyd T. 
Williams, Charles T. Gibbs, Dexter W. Reed, W. T. A. Haynes, Robt. 
L. Wingfield, George W. Jones, Thomas E. Johnson, and Frederick 
W. Davis, of the class of the first year, passed in examination of char- 
acter, and having (with the exception of Lloyd T. Williams) passed 
an approved examination on the course of study prescribed by the 
Bishops, were severally continued on trial and advanced to the class 
of the second year; and Lloyd T. Williams was continued on trial as 
of the first year. 

On motion, James C. Reed was substituted for James C. Martin on the 
committee to examine the class of the fourth year. 

Minute Question 10, “What local preachers are elected deacons?” 
was called, and Lewis C. Shearer, a L. P. of Lynchburg district, and 
John P. Finch, a L. P. of Farmville district, were recommended by 
the District Conference of those districts as suitable persons to be or- 
dained deacons, passed in examination of character and were severally 
elected to deacon’s orders, as were likewise Dexter W. Reed and Robt. 
L. Wingfield, of the class of the first year, who were local preachers 
for three years successively before being admitted on trial into the 
traveling connection and have traveled one year since. 

And then the Conference adjourned. 



SECOND DAY. 

Thursday, November 14, 1895. 

Conference met according to adjournment. 

Bishop Galloway in the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by Charles E. Watts. 

On motion, the further calling of the roll was dispensed with. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

Bishop John C. Granbery being present, made a brief address to the 
Conference, assuring them of his special love for and interest in all the 
members of this Conference, of which he was formerly a member. 





Resolved , 1st, That the expression “young preachers” in the will of Rev. D. P. 
Wills, deceased, bequeathing a part of his library to the young preachers of this 
Conference, be interpreted as including all the under-graduates of the Confer- 
ence, and Brother W. A. Tompkins, whose library has recently been destroyed 
by fire. 

2d. That a committee of three be appointed to make the distribution of these 
books, according to the request of the executor in the following communication : 

To the Bishop and Members of the Virginia Annual Conference, Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, Richmond, Va. : 

Brethren, — The late Rev. D. P. Wills bequeathed to the “ young preachers of the 
Virginia Conference ” a part of his library. The books so given number four hun- 
dred and twenty-six (426) volumes, and are now ready for delivery. I will thank 
you to appoint a committee to receive the same

J. P. Garland, P. E. of the Norfolk district, reported an appeal 
from a decision of law made by him in the District Conference of said 
district. Exception being made to the entertainment of the appeal, 
on the ground that a P. E. has no legal authority to decide questions 
of law in a District Conference, the presiding Bishop decided that the 
point was well taken, and the appeal was not entertained.

E. P. Wilson, John W. Hilldrup, Samuel W. Eason, William E. Payne, 
James C. Martin, and Wilbur F. Robins be returned in answer to 
Minute Question 19. 

And then the Conference adjourned. 
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SIXTH DAY. 

Tuesday November 19, 1895. 

Conference met according to adjournment, Bishop Galloway iu the 
chair. 

Divine service was conducted by J. C. Beed. 

The minutes of Monday’s session were read and approved. 

W. Y. Tudor, from the com tnittee of nine appointed on Thursday 
last, made report as follows : 

“ Your Committee, appointed to investigate the questions between R. H. Bennett 
and James Cannon, Jr., on the one part, and J. J. Lafferty on the other, beg leave 
to report : 

After an honest, prayerful and thorough investigation, we find that Dr. Lafferty, 
in the late unhappy controversy, has made statements, the truth of w hich has not 
been sustained before us ; but we desire to say : — 

First. In our judgment, Dr. Lafferty has not had the intent to injure the good 
name of the late Rev. Dr. W. W. Bennet ; 

Second. In our judgment, the unverified statementsof Dr. Lafferty are due, not to 
a deliberate and willful design to misrepresent facts, but to the prominence of self 
in his mental habit and to the fact that the glory of self is the medium through 
which, without meaning to injure others and without conscious dishonesty, he 
views the history of his connection with the Richmond Christian Advocate , and the 
questions that have arisen out of it ; 

Third. We condemn the irritating utterances which have marked his conduct of 
the controversy, and for this reason, and by reason of the utter unprofitableness 
of such personal controversy as w r e have had conducted in public, and its liability 
to engender bitterness and provoke harsh expressions, the Virginia Conference 
should require, and does hereby require, of him that all such matters of personal 
controversy shall hereafter be excluded from the columns of its organ, in issues of 
it, regular or extra. 

We desire to add that in our judgment, R. H. Bennett and James Cannon, Jr., 
under provocation, have made intemperate personal utterances in print, which are 
open to reproof, and we w T ould hereby also require of them not to introduce such 
personal matters hereafter into the columns of the Methodist Recorder , the organ of 
the Farmville and Lynchburg Districts. 

Finally, we recommend that in the matter of the inquiry committed to us, no 
further proceedings are necessary.

They also reported “a bill of charges,” and prosecutor, as follows: 

The committee in the case of Rev. J. R. Griffith charge him with imprudent 
conduct, seriously damaging to his influence as a minister of the gospel and bring- 
ing reproach upon the Church, after repeated admonitions by his senior in office. 

Specifications. 

1st. Using money belonging to his Presiding Elder, Rev. A. G. Brown, without 
his consent, and failing to pay the same. 

2nd. Using money raised on his charge for Missions and the Conference collec- 
tions, and giving the Treasurer of the Joint Board of Finance a check for the 
amount, which check was dishonored by protest. 

3rd. Giving his check to C. B. Richardson on a bank in which he had no ac- 
count. 

4th. Overdraw ing his account in the Merchants National Bank, Richmond, Va., 
and failing to make satisfactory provision for same. 

5th. Using money belonging to Dr. J. J. Lafferty without his knowledge or con- 
sent, and borrowing fifty dollars from said J. J. Lafferty, for which, together with 
the money above referred to, he gave a negotiable note w hich went to protest. 

6th. Failing to meet a note payable to S. A. Perdue, on wffiich M. A. Cogbill was 
endorser, greatly to the annoyance and injury of said Cogbill.

MEMOIRS 



REV. DAVIS P. WILLS. 

BY REV. PAUL WHITEHEAD, D. D. 

The Rev. Davis Peter Wills, son of John Gutridge Wills and his 
wife, Louisa, of the county of Nansemond, Virginia, was born in that 
county June 29, 1816, and died at Partsmouth, Virgina, March 20, 
1895, having finished about two-thirds of His 79th year. 

His nearly four score years of human life were closely filled with 
labor ; few men having a nature more energetic, industrious and un- 
tiring ; and five eighths of this long life of work were spent in the 
diligent exercise of the Christian ministry. 

He was soundly converted at Sinithfield, Va., where he had, in early 
youth, engaged in business, and joined the Methodist Church in that 
town. No man of his temperament could be a drone unless he had 
backslidden. He was, therefore, from the beginning active and after 
his power useful. He had engaged in merchandising, and by dili- 
gence, conscientiousness an 1 frugality he was successful, and in the 
course of seven years accumulated some money, as well as a valuable 
stock of knowledge of human nature, afterward to stand him in good 
stead. 

But his soul was exercised by the leadings of the Holy Spirit calling 
him to the ministry of the Gospel. After much prayerful examination 
and testing of himself, he decided that he was indeed “ called of God.” 
Providence sealed this conviction by causing him to be offered a valu- 
able business partnership, involving no risk on his part. He declined 
it for the reason that he expected to enter the ministry, and after that, 
was never troubled with doubt as to the correctness of his decision. 

He had, from the first, a high appreciation of education ; had im- 
proved the start obtained at school by studying, at night, uuder good 
teachers, Latin, Greek, French, and other branches of learning. He 
had assisted his brother, John C. Wills, to obtain an education at the 
Virginia Military Institute, who afterward became a distinguished 
Professor of Mathematics at Randolph-Maeon College and in the West. 
When he determined to leave merchandising and- become a preacher, 
he proceeded to the University of Virginia and spent at least a year 
there in the study of subjects calculated to aid him in his ministerial 
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work. To the end of his life he retained a great taste for pscy etiologi- 
cal and ethical studies and researches. He was a constant and 
thoughtful reader ; and collected a library of considerable extent, 
with the contents of which he made himself thoroughly familiar, and 
a large part of which, with characteristic thoughtfulness, he be- 
queathed to the young preachers of the Virginia Conference. 

Having gained such additional equipment, he joined the Virginia 
Conference, on trial, in the fall of 1846, and proceeded steadily through 
the years preparatory to ordination as a deacon in 1848 and elder in 
1850. His first field of labor was Sussex circuit, first as junior and 
then in charge. There he found a wife, marrying in December, 1849, 
Miss Cornelia D. Taylor, of Comann’s Well. He was sent in succes- 
sion to the stations of High street, Petersburg ; Leesburg, Fredericks- 
burg, Third street, Lynchburg (the old church, now known as Cen- 
tenary,), and Cumberland street, Norfolk. He then became agent of 
the Book; and Tract Society for two years, and was next sent to Alex- 
andria, Va. During his second year at the last-named station, he was 
elected President of the Wesleyan Female Coliege, Murfreesboro, 
N. C. In that position he continued till the first summer of the great 
Civil War. Resigning his place, he served during the war two cir- 
cuits, Hanover and Louisa. At the Conference of 1865 he was ap- 
pointed to the double position of P. C. of Atlantic circuit and P. E. of 
the newly-organized Eistern Shore District. With this began his long 
career as Presiding Elder, continued through eighteen years, and 
bringing under his care six of our districts, covering territory from the 
Blue Ridge to the ocean. The last four years of his active ministry 
were spent at Elizabeth City and Churchland, two years in each. In 
1888 he was placed on the superannuated list, and settled in Ports- 
mouth ; but a supply being needed for Effingham street, in that city, 
he took the place and served till the ensuing Conference. After that 
he preached only occasionally, perhaps ceasing altogether for several 
jears before his death. 

As a preacher Brother Wills attained a high degree of excellence. 
He studied closely and patiently, made laborious preparation as 
thoroughly as possible, and from full notes spoke extempore. He was 
clear, precise, incisive, evangelical and ofttimes powerful. His treat- 
ment of his text was analytical and exhaustive ; his manner was ani- 
mated and natural ; he was cheerful, but solemn, and intent upon 
good. He had literary tastes, and his style was pure and strong. He 
was deficient in fancy and imagination, better at argument than de- 
scription, and did not excel in illustration or adornment ; but after 
clear exposition bore down ou the judgment and conscience with great 
force. He was highly successful in bringing sinners to Christ, and not 
less in stimulating Christian professors to a holy and useful life. 
Thousands of souls were converted under his long ministry, and prob- 
ably no church failed to prosper while he was pastor. The growth 
and gain of some were exceptional. 

As a Presiding Elder he was exact, punctual, sharp sighted in over- 
sight, energetic in management, zealous for his Lord, lull of sympathy 
for his brethren and conscientious in all his behavior. If he made 
mistakes, it is certain that they arose from no negligence or unworthy 
prej udice. 

He promoted, by every means in his power, every enterprise of the 
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church already projected, aud himself devised and carried on many 
which resulted in large good, especially in the education of young men 
for the ministry, to which he gave much attention, labor and money. 
Whether in raising money for these undertakings, or in their oversight, 
management and direction, he was liberal, heroic and untiring 
Difficulties and oppositions, far from discouraging him, aroused in 
him a vehement desire and set purpose to overcome them. 

As a pastor he had few superiors. Though lame, he visited, on foot, 
systematically and thoroughly, from house to house, and responded to 
every call of duty, charity and sympathy, which could reach a pastor’s 
heart. One instance offidelity to his flock, under circumstances of 
awful peril, deserves everlasting remembrance. He was in charge 
of Cumberland Street Church, Norfolk, when in the summer of 1855, 
the deadly pestilence of yellow fever broke oat in that city. He 
refused to flee to a place of refuge, and his wife would not leave him 
alone in the awful scene. With their only child, a boy of three 
years, she stood bravely by his side. Ministering to living and dyiug, 
comforting and nursing the sick day and night, and burying the 
dead, he stood to his post. Fever smote his little one, and took the 
only child that ever gladdened his home ; it prostrated him, and at 
one time he was reported dead and mourned as a fallen hero. But 
God spared him, and at Conference that year he stood up among his 
brethren to ask for gifts to relieve the impoverished and to care for 
the orphans of his congregation and the community. His was the 
stuff of which martyrs are made; and none of that “ noble army” 
passed through a fiercer fire than that whose flames scorched him 
that season. 

Within the ten years following, and largely as the result of those 
awful calamities and of other family bereavements and sorrows, his 
wife’s reason became seriously affected. Though in a measure re- 
stored for some years, the remainder of her life was greatly darkened. 
What unutterable burden of grief, of heaviness, of sad and depressing 
obscuration of earthly hope, Brother Wills oore, during that period, 
none can ever tell. Reticently, uncomplainingly, with such cheerful- 
ness as his resolute and buoyant nature could summon, he pursued his 
way of labor and duty. 

When, some years ago, well advanced in years, he laid in the grave 
the wishes of the beloved wife on whom had been concentred so much 
affection, so much tender attention, so much anxiety, his nerves seemed 
to snap. He was never strong and lively again. His decline was 
more rapid, and after a few years of patient affliction and wearing 
confinement, he fouud relief to come and be placed by her side. Old 
age, sorrow and disease combined to bring him to his “end.” We 
hardly need to say that it was an end of “ peace,” as became such a 
life. 

His religious experience had been, throughout his life, deep and 
solid. We have never had a preacher of higher principle, of more 
unreserved dedication of his service to the Lord Jesus, of truer, braver, 
more sincere, more unaffected mould. He left an indelible impression 
for good upon all who knew him well, and upon the generation in 
which his ministry of t; e Gospel of the Son of God was spent, some 
affecting instances verifying his influence for good upon the servants 
employed in his family ; and his last years and days were full of peace- 
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ful resignation ro the will of God, of unfeigned faith in the promises of 
the Bible, of sure hope of eternal life through the merits of Jesus Christ. 

Surviving very many of those among whom he commenced his min- 
istry, and with whom he had cornpanied in the Conference member- 
ship, in “a good old age,” well ripened by affliction and losses, as 
w r ell as by experience and knowledge, he ‘ ‘ fell on sleep” and left to 
his brethren the indestructible heritage of a good name and a noble, 
unselfish record. 



EDWARD PORTLOCK AVILSOX.

A little over six feet high, spare in flesh, erect in form, dignified in 
manner, graceful in action, dark complexion, blue steady eye. Edward 
Portlock Wilson would strike even a casual observer as no ordi- 
nary man. Sinewy, wiery. he had great powers of endurance and 
could bear as much hard work as most men. His voice was of unusual 
compass and sweetness, and when aroused by the inspiration of his 
theme, it could alarm aud terrify by the majesty of the law, or soothe 
and melt by the tenderness of the Gospel. 

He was born in Norfolk county, near the city of Portsmouth, April 
28, 1822, professed religiou in the city of Portsmouth November 13, 
1839 — the centennial year of Methodism — was received into the church 
by that holv man, Rev. G. M. Keesee ; became a class-leader in his 
teens, and was licensed to preach December 28, 1811. His first field 
of labor was Currituck, in 1842, his last, Elizabeth City, N. C., in 1889. 

Intellectually he was liberally endowed. His mind was clear, 
strong, philosophical, logical. Though not having had advantages of 
education equal to mauy, he had a burning thirst for knowledge 
studied diligently, and became a man of commanding ability and in- 
fluence — “a workman that needeth not to be ashamed.” He did not 
care for pure speculation, but confined himself to the fundamental 
themes of the Gospel, and “ brought out of his treasure things new and 
old.” His reasoning was cogent, convincing; his imagination im- 
perial, reminding some in his highest flights of Milton’s “ Paradise 
Lost ; ” his appeals almost irresistible. 

As a preacher he had few superiors. Divinely called, he laid his all 
upon the altar of ministerial duty — ambitious to glorify God in the 
salvation of men. No cross too heavy for him to bear; no sacrifice 
too dear for him to make ; no labor too arduous for him to perform ; 
no opposition too appalling for him to face ; no path too rough for 
him to travel in order that he “ might finish his course with joy and 
the ministry which he had received of the Lord Jesus.” He was a 
stranger to trifling in the pulpit; and, disdaining the acts of the 
mounte-bank or modern sensationalist, presented the word of God 
reverently, devoutly, seeking the praise of God, not that of men. He 
copied no man — was always himself. ‘‘The Gospel was vital in him. 
and was delivered with an unction that convicted and persuaded 
men. His words, tones and thoughts all blended in his ministration 
with sentiments which properly belong both to the man and to tne. 
minister.” He had the gift of language, and his sentences flowed 
with ease and grace remarkable. He drew his subject from the text 
in hand, and his analysis was generally exhaustive. 
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Moral courage was prominent both in his character and preaching ; 
he could not tolerate sin in either high or low places, and fearlessly de- 
nounced it. But when conviction led the guilty to cry out, “ What 
must I do to be saved?” he was all tenderness and love as he stood 
beside the cross and offered him a Saviour. His views of Methodist 
doctrine were clean-cut — proving them both by reason and scripture ^ 
and a more loyal son of the church could not be found. Thought, 
feeling, life received quality and tone from the teaching, polity, and 
spirit of the church of his love. And yet he was liberal toward all 
Christians, and cherished for them a most fraternal regard. He was 
noted for system, and for something like forty years kept accurate 
account of his ministerial work and business affairs. 

It is said he never sought an appointment — was an itinerant in 
fact as well as in name. In young life he traveled a mountain cir- 
cuit with twenty-two appointments in twenty eight days, and received 
for his year’s work $75.00 in money. He bore calmly, bravely hard- 
ships and privations unknown to most itinerants of this day. 

He was junior preacher, or helper, 5 years ; in charge of circuits, 
13 ; stations, 8 ; Districts, as Presiding Elder, 18 ; was supernumerary 
two years on account of ill health, which, in 1861, took him to Florida, 
though he soon returned and entered the Confederate army as chap- 
lain ; and was a superannuate about 6 — making in all about 52 years 
of ministerial service. 

As a member of the Bishop’s Council he was pains taking, pru- 
dent, kind, and was never known directly or indirectly to oppress or 
afflict a brother in the matter of his appointment. 

His home-life was most beautiful. He was twice married, his first 
wife being a Miss E. H. Old, of Cumberland county ; his second, Miss 
Onie Prince, of Greenesville county. By his first marriage he had 
three children, by his second two. His eldest son passed away in 
1886. How thoughtful and tender he was towards wife and children^ 
and how ardently they loved him ! Towards friends he was always 
affable and pleasant, and wheu he could not commend, was either 
silent or leaned to the side of charity. He committed as few sins with 
his tongue as any man I ever knew. In every relation in which he 
may be considered, he measured up to reasonable expectations and 
had the confidence and respect of those who knew him. 

At the time of his superannuation, nearly six years before he died, 
he settled in Hampton, amongst those who highly, appreciated and 
tenderly loved him, having served that charge four years only a 
short time before. His general health gave way gradually — heart dis- 
ease troubling him most. At last from this complaint he passed away 
rather suddenly on June 13, 1895. He was buried in Petersburg by 
the side of loved ones of his family and in the ministry. He leaves a 
faithful wife and three children to mourn their loss; but they look 
forward with joyous anticipations to a reunion in Heaven. “Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant ; enter thou iuto the joy of thy 
Lord ! ” 

“ There on a green and flowery mount 
Our weary souls shall sit, 

And with tram porting joys, recount 
The labors of our feet.”

John Wesley Hilldrup was born in Caroline county, Va., June 
30, 1840, but was reared in the county of Spottsylvania, his parents 
having removed thither two years after his birth. 

From his earliest recollections he was the subject of deep religious 
convictions, so that when fifteeu years of age he gave his heart to God 
and joined the Methodist Church. Only two years later, such was the 
church’s estimate of his sterling piety and of his evident gifts, he was 
licensed as an exhorter. Having used this office well, he received, in 
1861, the license of a local preacher. 

At this juncture came the Civil War. Immediately he enlisted as a 
private in the Southern Army, his company, from King George county, 
being a part of the 30th Virginia regiment of Volunteers. It may be 
said in all soberness that there was no finer soldier, even in that peer- 
less army, than young Hilldrup. At the battle of Sharpsburg, Sept. 
17, 1862, he was severely wounded, an ounce ball entering his side 
and embedding itself in his right lung. The surgeon of his regiment 
thought him mortally wounded, as did also the surgeons of the enemy 
in whose hands he was left. But his time had not yet come. 

Paroled, and afterward exchanged, he was in a short time back at his 
post where he remained, surrendering at Appomattox Courthouse, 
with Lee’s decimated old-guard. In the mean time he proved a good 
soldier of Jesus Christ. His piety was manifest in the camp. He did 
good. As opportunity offered he held prayer meetings and other 
religious exercises among his comrades and was otherwise helpful. 

After the War, in the fall of 1866, he was received on trial into the 
Virginia Conference, and was assigned to Slate River circuit, which he 
served one year. It was while here that he met one whose life was 
henceforth closely interwoven with his own, Miss Virginia Guerrant, 
with whom he was most happily united in marriage, December 1, 1868. 

This marriage was the basis of a beautiful home life, where God was 
honored, and where love between parents and children reigned. 

In 1868-69 he travelled Powhatan circuit ; 1870-72, Campbell ; 1873, 
Bedford Springs; 1874-75, Madison; 1876-78, Rappahannock; At- 
lantic, 1879-80 ; Eastville, 1881-84 ; Isle of Wight, 1885-88 ; Lunen- 
burg, 1889-92 ; Concord, 1893-94 ; Scottsville, 1895, where on June 
28, he ceased “at once to work and live.” 

As a preacher, he was clear, logical, earnest and forceful. He 
hewed to the line. In reproving sin he was out spoken and pointed : 
aud in some instances, as his best friends thought, a little too personal; 
but even here he won rich trophies for the Master. His preaching had 
a large success in edifying saints and in turning sinners to Christ. As 
a pastor, he excelled. He was instant in season and out of season, 
going hither and thither among his people, re-enforcing in the home 
the ministrations of the sanctuary. When his health began to decline 
some ten or twelve years ago, the effect of his old wound, it was touch- 
ing, nay more, it created homage in the heart, to see him going, oft- 
times in feebleness extreme, from house to house, “faint yet 
pursuing.” 
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Neither pain nor weariness could stay him from his manifold work. 
“Neither counted he his life dear unto himself, that he might finish 
his course with joy, and the ministry he had received of the Lord 
Jesus, to testify the gospel of the grace of God.” 

In noticing the salient features of his character, moral courage was 
pre eminent. In the discharge of duty he absolutely knew no fear. 

A worthy companion would he have proved for those in the fiery 
furnace and for Daniel in the lion’s den. Yet with all his courage, 
and underneath now and then an apparent sternness, there was unusual 
tenderness. He had the strength of steel with the velvet touch of a 
woman. 

His fidelity to duty was conspicuous. When Havelock at length 
won by sheer merit in the Afghan war the high promotion, which had 
been denied him because he was a Christian, he said: 

“ I should not have changed my opinions and my practices, though 
it had rained stars and garters as the price of ray apostasy.” Here we 
have a kindred spirit. Neither the world’s utmost favors nor its 
blackest frowns could turn him aside either to the right hand or to the 
left. His heart was fixed. His face was set as a flint duty ward, Zion- 
ward. He was a man of faith. We speak not so much of confidence 
in God, in his providences, in his promises, in Christ as a full personal 
Saviour, although this was true of him, but of his constant realization 
of the things unseen. The spiritual world was as much a present 
verity, as distinctly a matter of uninterrupted consciousness, as the 
material things around hi ru. He walked “ as in His sight.” In the 
word, in which he greatly delighted, the Father’s whisper, so near 
was he, was easily, clearly heard. Prayer in which he abounded, was 
communion with and supplication to a God not afar off but at hand. 

He was submissive to the Divine will. Probably the sorest trial he 
ever underwent was upon being told by his physician, during his last 
illness, that he might recover, but that he could never preach again. 
Preaching being to him indeed and in truth a “ loved employ,” it was 
hard to bear this thought, but grace conquered, so that he at length 
was able to say, “ It is all right. What way God wills, is my will.” 
Upon his pureness of heart, his liberality (almost unbounded , his 
consecration to his work, his love for his brethren, we may not dwell. 
His was a noble character. If there was “ any freckle of the flesh 
upon the shining cheek,” it was owing to the head and not the 
heart. No truer man ever walked in and out among us than John W. 
Hilldrup. 

As the end of life drew near he was ready to go. He commended 
his devoted wife and their six dear children together with a maiden 
sister w 7 ho had made her home with them, to the covenant keeping 
God. His sufferings at times were great, but patience had its perfect 
work. His experiences were rich, sometimes “quite on the verge of 
heaven.” So jealous was he for his Lord that he was afraid that 
possibly undue praise might be given to or undue merit attached to 
himself. Hence his almost dying request of his son-in-law, Rev. T. G. 
Pullen, was, “ I do not want you to let them say anything about me 
that is unjustifiable. I do not see any good works. I do not want to 
see them. I want a place for the redeeming mercy of Christ Jesus.” 
Thus reposing upon the all sufficient Saviour, amidst the tender 
ministrations of loved ones, he having “served his own generation 
by the will of God, fell on sleep and was gathered unto his fathers.” 
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Hia funeral services were conducted by the writer from the Methodist 
Church at Scottsville, on Sunday, June MO, (the anniversary of his 
birth.) Thither came the people from all over the circuit to testify 
their sense of loss in the death of this man of God. His body laid to 
rest by loving hands, rests in hope, awaiting the glad summons of the 
arch angel’s trump to meet the descending Lord in mid-air, and so to 
be ever with the Lord. 



REV. SAMIJEE W. EASON.

The Rev. Samuel Washington Eason, a worthy young member 
of this body, died at Belle Haven, Virginia, July 30, 18^5. He was 
born in Norfolk county, Virginia, August 26, 1866. He was the son 
of Isaac N. and Narcissa C. Eason. Converted in his twelfth year, he 
united with the M. E. Church, South. He was educated at Randolph- 
Macon College; continuing thereat, session after session, until he grad- 
uated a Master of Arts, — achieving also, high distinction in Bibli- 
cal literature. His call to preach came in the days of youth. Indis- 
tinct and faint in its first impressions, it gradually increased in clear- 
ness and power, until it became a constraining conviction. He thence- 
forth shaped his life and education toward this giving of himself 
“ wholly to the ministry.” 

Graduating June, 1890, he was at once employed by the Rev. J. C. 
Reed to “supply” Churchland. In November, 1890, he joined our 
Conference, and was appointed to Prince Edward circuit. This charge 
he served two years, and was then sent to Cape Charles City. During 
his second year at this place, he married Miss Wessie E. Nock, of 
Aecomac county, Va., a young lady in every sense well qualified to 
become his worthy help meet. At Cape Charles City, amidst the 
greatest discouragements, and almost insuperable difficulties, he built 
the beautiful church edifice that saved Southern Methodism at that 
point. It would be most fitly named “Eason Memorial.” At the 
Conference of 1894, he was appointed to Belle Haven circuit, in charge 
of which he died. 

In him, a pure heart was mated with a bright, joyous spirit. The 
contagious outbursts of his sunny nature often revealed what the 
Scriptures term “ a merry heart.” For this reason he was sometimes 
misunderstood by those who regard gravity as grace, and solemnity as 
religion. Guileless, unsuspicious, artless as a child, his jubilant 
laughter rang out with the impulsiveness of unrestrained boyhood. 
On the other hand, his quick springing tears as he sorrowed with 
those that wept, told of a true and tender sympathy as spontaneous 
and genuine as his cheering laughter. “Love unfeigned,” out of “ a 
pure heart,” influenced his views, attitude and conduct towards his 
fellow men. 

Few among the younger men excelled him as a preacher. He de- 
veloped the textual thought in clear and logical statements. He 
unfolded his subject in well chosen words. His voice and manner

were always attractive and winning. He taught the people in his 
preaching ; but he made no new discoveries for them in doctrine 
or gospel. “The Old, Old Story,” as doctrinally formulated in our 
Arminian system of theology, embodied his convictions, and were 
the landmarks of his sermons. Down to his death, he was a gieat 
student, and therefore a growing preacher. 

As a worker in his Lord’s vineyard, he was always hopeful and san- 
guine. This was the result of strong faith linked with healthy self- 
reliance. It was never the fitful animation of egotistic self-con 
fidence. To the stranger, or to one who knew him imperfectly, it 
might have seemed that at times ; but those who knew him best and 
fully, knew that it sprang from the divine conviction : “ I can do all 
things, through Christ who strengtheneth me.” His zeal and energy 
urged him to the verge of seeming recklessness in the discharge of his 
duty. He gave himself— body, soul and spirit — to his work ; building 
the church edifice at Cape Charles City stretched body, brain and 
heart to utmost tension. Leaving there, he entered into “ labors abun- 
dant” at Belle Haven. With open brakes, fullest pressure, but dying 
fires,Jhe sped along the iron rails of duty — to death and heaven. He could 
not see this, although it was clear to others who warned him ; but 
amidst claims most imperative, demands most incessant, he saw no 
time for resting. He counted not his life dear unto himself. The 
flaming evangel, consumed by his zeal, is not guilty of suicide, nor 
unfaithful to the guardianship of life. There is a sense in which 
it may be truly said that, in seeking to save others, “himself he can- 
not save.” Into the lips of the Sou of God inspiration puts the words: 
“The zeal of thine house hath eaten me up.” And so in reverent im- 
itation we may apply the words to these — His followers. 

Brother Eason returned from the Eastern Shore District Conference 
with the fires of the fatal fever aflame in his face, and burning in his 
blood. On reaching home, physicians were called to his bedside, and 
all that human love, knowledge and skill could do was done to save 
him, but in vain. He died after a brief illness of ten days. So 
complete was his restful trust in God, and consciousness of -divine 
en foldings and sheltering, that he scarcely seemed to think of himself, 
unless reminded of his condition by others. Such reminders only 
drew forth expressions of joyous abiding trust. He replied to a com- 
rade : “ Brother, I have had many things to befall me that did not 
seem at the time to be right, nor for the best, but afterward, I could 
see in many instances that they were right. It is so in this case. I can- 
not understand it, but I know it is right, for I am in God’s care and 
keeping.” Before death became a certainty, his companion mentioned 
its possibility, and asked him how he would receive such a summons. 
He replied — very slowly and ponderingly at first — “I’ll think of it ; 
I’ll pray over it, — why, T’ll glory in it !” The last exclamation closed 
the sentence like a clarion note of victory. It fulfilled that Scrip- 
ture : “ Before they call I will answer, and while they are yet speak- 
ing I will, hear.” No wonder his companion exclaimed, “ Praise the 
Lord !” nor that he responded, “O, my soul, and forget not all his bene- 
fits !” Proclaiming the power of the gospel to save, he said : “ Father, 
for four years I have been preaching the gospel as well as I c«uild. 
During that time I have preached nothing that I did not believe. The 
gospel that I preached to others has saved me. If it is the Lord’s 
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will I had rather remain with my loved ones, and work for Him a little 
longer, — but, if He calls me, I am ready !” Only once while dying 
was the outward expression and marvellous look of divine tranquillity 
disturbed. 

When he was beyond consciousness, as all thought, and the soul pass- 
ing out, as all knew, thebiiherto restrained grief of the bereaved circle 
found expression in bitter wails of agony. The passing soul paused 
for an instant. The eyes were uplifted and the brow drawn with 
an expression of pain and protest, and then, — the peaceful look re- 
turned, and the soul— was gone. It was evident that the pain was 
caused by the sound of these breaking hearts. This was not strange. 
It was the last discordant, jarring notes of earth, forcing their disso- 
nance into ears already vibrating with the harmonies of heaven. At 
his coffin, during the funeral services in Belle Haven Church, his baby 
boy was dedicated to God by baptism. May the father’s mantle de- 
scend to the son, as God shall guide the future lortunes of the widow 
and her fatherless child ! 



WILLIAM EDWARD PAYAE.

The old saying, “Death loves a shining mark,” seemed verified 
when our dear brother, William Edward Payne, a man of perfect 
physique, vigorous intellect, and largeness of soul, was claimed by 
the grim monster. At the session of our Conference in Charlottesville 
twelve months ago, we all thought him to be a man in perfect health 
and destined to live out more than his three score years and ten ; but 
verily, we know not “what a day may bring forth.” 

On the 9th of December, 1894. while discharging his duties as pre- 
siding elder of Charlottesville District, and holding the first quarterly 
meeting of the Conference year, which was held at Mount Moriah 
Church, on Albemarle circuit, our brother was stricken with paralysis, 
and while sitting at the dinner table of Brother T. L. Rhodes, near 
the church, after having preached Sunday forenoon, he lost use ot his 
right side and fell from his chair. For weeks he was carefully cared 
for at the home of Brother Rhodes, and after he had regained some 
strength, was moved to his home, the district parsonage, in Charlottes- 
ville, where he lingered all wiuter and spring. In the early summer, 
in his enfeebled condition, he attempted to discharge the duties of his 
office, attended a few quarterly meetings, and preached two or three 
times. Traveling during the extremely hot weather prostrated him 
again about the first of July, but he summoned all ot his powers to meet 
his brethren at the District Conference in Louisa, Va., July 17-1 
and this was the last of his valuable services to the Church. The op- 
pressive heat and work of the Conference prostrated him again, and 
he there bade adieu to his brethren and went home to die. On the 
27th of July he had a second stroke, and on the 30th of the same month, 
the God whom he loved so devotedly and served so faithfully, called 
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him from labor to reward — from pilgrimage to his home — from suffer- 
ing to bliss ; and the Virginia Conference lost one of its purest and 
most useful members. 

William Edward Payne, son of Daniel and Nancy Payne, was born 
March 31, 1846, in King George county, Va. He enlisted in the Con- 
federate Army when but a youth, and made a brave soldier. He was 
converted and joined the M. E. Church, South, in 1865, was licensed 
to preach in 1868, and received into the Virginia Conference on trial 
in 1869. He served as pastor on Orange, Beaver Dam, Greene, Flu- 
vanna, Madison, Batesville, and Campbell circuits. He was four 
years presiding elder of Rappahannock District, and at the Conference 
of 1894, was made presiding elder of Charlottesville District. He 
served all of these charges with profit and pleasure to the people. 
Every charge that he ever served would have been delighted to have 
him returned for another term. No Bishop ever had any difficulty 
in finding a place for him. He was a strong preacher, a diligent pastor, 
and especially gifted in prayer. He led many souls to Christ. No 
man among us has been more universally or more deservedly popular 
on his charges. 

In 1873, Brother Payne was married to Miss Nannie I. Butler, of 
Hanover, county, Va., who made him a devoted wife, and who, with 
six children, mourns his death. 

Brother Payne was devoted to the work, and, when unable to go, 
persisted in meeting his appointments. It is thought that overwork 
hastened his end ; he would work till the last, and ceased at once to 
labor and to live. But though he is dead, he yet lives ; and as long as 
our rivers course their ways to the sea and the blue hills of Virginia 
cast their shadows, his influence will live on to the salvation of souls 
and the glory of God. 

But why add more ? Such a man needs no eulogy ; his whole life 
testifies for him ; he built his monument while he lived — more dura- 
ble than granite. He was ready when death came. “No cloud did 
arise to darken his skies, or hide for one moment his Lord from his 
eyes.” His last audible expression was : 

O, would He more of heaven bestow, 

And let the vessel break, 

And let my ransomed spirit go, 

To grasp the God I seek ! 

In rapt’rous awe on Him to gaze, 

Who bought the sight for me, 

And shout and wonder at His grace 
To all eternity ! 

Quietly we laid him away at Charlottesville among the foot hills of 
the Blue Ridge, to await the resurrection morn, and, though he is ab- 
sent from our session to-day, his spirit associates with the saints who 
have gone before, and, with them, he awaits our coming. 

The soldier took off his uniform to put on the robe of royalty ; he 
laid down his sword to put on the crown of the prince that giitters 
with the stars of everlasting glory. 

It is not death to die — 

To leave this weary road, 
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And, ’mid the brotherhood on high 
To be at home with God. 

It is not death to close 
The eye long dimmed by tears, 

And wake, in glorious repose, 

To spend eternal years. 

It is not death to bear 
The wrench that sets us free 

From dungeon chain to breathe the air 
Of boundless liberty 

It is not death to fling 
Aside this sinful dust. 

And rise, on strong exulting wing, 

To live among the just. 

Jesus, Thou Prince of Life! 

Thy chosen cannot die ; 

Like Thee, they conquer in the strife, 
To reign with Thee on high. 



JAMES CARSON MARTIN.

James Carson Martin, was born in the city of Norfolk, January 
17 1836 

He completed his education, in one of the best schools in the State, 
and immediately entered into secular business in that city, with most 
flattering prospects of success. Tn May, 1856, he made a profession of 
religion, under the ministry of the late Rev. D. P. Wills. 

His call to the ministry was simultaneous with his conversion, and 
after severe and protracted mental conflict, he resolved to abandon the 
inviting prospect of worldly honor and fortune, and consecrate his 
life to the work of the Christian ministry. He was licensed to preach, 
and recommended for admission on trial in the Virginia Conference, 
by Cumberland Street Church, and was received into the travelling 
connection, at the session of the Conference, held in the city of 
Lynchburg, November, 1859. 

His first appointment was as Junior preacher, on Hertford circuit, 

North Carolina. ~ , 

The first field of labor, of which he had pastoral charge, was Hates 

circuit, having been appointed to that charge, on the death of its 

pastor, Rev. R. T. Nixon. _ 

In 1861, he was in charge of what was then known as James Street 
Church of Norfolk ; in 1862 and 1863, of Cumberland Street, and in 
1864, of Market Street, Petersburg. 

On the evacuation of Petersburg by the Confederate forces he fol- 
lowed the Southern Army, that the privilege of preaching the gospel 
might not be denied him, as it had been by the Federal authorities in 
the city of Norfolk, the latter part of his time at Cumberland Street 
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Church. At the close of the War, he was first sent to Dorchester, 
Maryland, and afterwards served successively and with great efficiency, 
the pastoral charges of Pungoteague, Gloucester, Elizabeth city, 
Suffolk, Charlottesville, Union Station Richmond, Calvary North Dan- 
ville, and had entered upon the second year of his pastorate of Queen 
Street Church, when in the 60th year of his age, and the 36th year 
of his ministry, he — 

“ His body with his charge laid down, 

And ceased at once to work and live.” 

In all these various fields of labor, to which he was appointed, he 
preached the gospel and administered the affairs of the church with 
ability and success ; and in every place where he labored, he has left 
living monuments of his efficiency and fidelity. 

He was in no sense a candidate for any of the honors that come from 
men ; he asked no favors or accommodation of Bishops or Presiding 
Elders, his merit alone indicated his fitness for some of the most re- 
sponsible positions in our work ; and he filled every appointment 
assigned him with marked fidelity. 

In the pulpit, he was earnest, practical, spiritual, and his sermons 
edified saints, and won sinners to Christ. He was free from all eccen- 
tricity, resorted to none of the arts of sensational preaching, and used 
none of the doubtful methods of the professional evangelist. It is not 
strange therefore, that his ministry was directly instrumental in the 
conversion of more than 3,000 souls. 

If a minister’s life-work is to be estimated by the number of souls 
converted under his ministry, and the growth and development of his 
congregation in spiritual life and power, then but few lives have been 
more abundant, in the happiest and best results. 

It has been said, that what the Church most needs to-dav, is not 
more religious literature, not so much the printed page, but more 
earnest, consecrated lives — living epistles of divine truth. The world 
may call in question the philosophv of salvation, and skepticism 
and infidelity may scoff at the doctrines of Christianity, but there is no 
argument against the life of a consecrated man, whose character 
“ commends itself to every man’s conscience in the sight of God.” 

We look with admiration on the wondrous conceptions of the 
human mind, as we see them wrought out by the sculptor’s chisel, in 
marble, that looks like “a thing of life.” 

But these at best, are but the dumb creations of human genius — 
soulless, inanimate expressions of skill and beauty. 

Grander and more glorious far is the work of him, who by his words 
and deeds has moulded human lives into beauty and symmetry, and 
chiseled the moral features of men, after the divine model. Such was 
the life-work of James C. Martin. With a profound conviction of the 
truth of the gospel, and a realizing consciousness of its value and 
necessity, he declared, lovingly, yet fearlessly, the whole counsel of 
God, and made no compromise with sin. This fearlessness in declaring 
the truth, was inspired by a deep and solemn conviction of duty, and 
a genuine love to God ; and neither the favor nor the frowns of men 
moved him from his loyalty to the truth, as he believed it. He never 
swerved from what he believed to be right, nor abated nor trimmed 
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the truth, for the sake of reputation or personal popularity. If any 
differed with him, on any of the great moral questions that confronted 
him, or on matters involving the best policy of ecclesiastical govern- 
ment, no one doubted the sincerity and purity of his convictions. In 
his conversation and demeanor, the courteous Christian gentleman was 
every where and all at times apparent, and indeed in all the relations 
of life, he bore himself as a genial, dignified man of G >d. 

In all his public and private acts, we see the man of conscience, of 
humanity, of justice, of truth and honor. 

No one doubted his piety. He never stood so near the boundary line, 
between a godly and an ungodly life, as to leave a doubt as to which 
side of the line he stood on. The firmness and consistency of his 
Christian life, at once dissipated every doubt. To his heart the truth 
of God was precious, and h« loved to preach it, and to see sinners 
accept it. The strength of his manhood, his heart, his mind, his life, 
his all, were freely and fully given to Christ. 

Every thought, and motive, aud purpose, and plan of his laborious 
and consecrated life, all were held in beautiful subordination to his 
heroic devotion, to the cause and honor of his divine master. 

Firmness, gentleness, kindness, charity, hospitality, love, faith and 
fortitude, are the words that best describe his character. For 36 years, 
he thus adorned his ministry with the genuineness of his piety, the 
fidelity of his work, and the consecration of a noble life. 

But now his work is done, his toil and labors are ended, and he has 
“ entered into rest.” But though we shall see him no more in the 
flesh, yet he will live embalmed in the memory of those who knew 
him and loved him, as a good and precious man And though the sun 
of his earthly existence has set, yet long will the luster of his beautiful 
life, linger and irradiate other lives on earth. “Though dead, he yet 
speaketh.” 

Servant of God, well done ! 

Rest from thy loved employ ;

Soldier of Christ, well done !

WILBUR FISK ROBINS.

Wilbur Fisk Robins was born and reared in Accomac county, 
Virginia, and died in Cape Charles City, near the scenes with which 
his childhood and youth were associated, on the evening of October 
15, 1895. . 

His eyes first opened to the light in a Christian home. All kindly 
and gracious influences hedged in his earlier life. At the age of eigh- 
teen, he made profession of saving faith in Christ, and without debate 
or delay connected himself with the Methodist Episcopal Church, in 
which his parents then held their membership. In the progress of 
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time, he was moved by the Holy Ghost to assume the office and work 
of the ministry. Tremblimg at the thought of so grave a responsi- 
bility, and fearing lest his comparatively limited educational advan- 
tages would prevent the usefulness which he coveted, he struggled in 
many ways and through the space of three years, to quiet his convic- 
tion of duty, but to no avail. The call was imperative. There was 
no release from its obligations; and in 1860 , he appeared before the 
Quarterly Conference of his circuit and was licensed as a local 
preacher, — a step preparatory to the larger and more active w T ork of 
the itinerancy. The long mooted and much vexing question of minis- 
terial consecration was now definitely settled. He re entered school 
to fit himself the better for the work that was before him. His devo- 
tion to study was diligent and his progress was rapid ; and in the 
spring of 1861 , by special request to the presiding Bishop of the Phil 
adelptoia Conference, he was appointed in connection with Rev. George 
W Matthews as supply to the Atlantic circuit. 

The clouds of civil war soon burst in terrific fury upon the land. 
Young Robins, by birth and by education, was in thorough sympathy 
with the Southern cause. The great majority of the Church which he 
served was one in sympathy with him. Still, living within territory 
easily controlled by the enemy, his position was embarrassing, and in 
the fall of 1861 , he soi*ght and received recommendation to the Vir- 
ginia Annual Conference of the M. E. Church, South, which was to 
convene in the city of Norfolk in the month of November and at the 
same time he was entrusted with papers transferring — if such transfers 
could be legally effected — the membership and the entire property of 
his charge to Southern Methodism. The greatest caution was demanded 
in the execution of his plans. Accordingly, under cover of night, in a 
small sail boat, he crossed the Chesapeake bay and landed in West- 
moreland county, and from thence readily made his way to Norfolk. 
He reached the city about the opening of the Conference session and 
remained till its close, but for some cause — perhaps the old misgiving 
as to literary qualification — he determined to continue his relation to 
the Church as a local preacher, yet signified his willingness, provided 
the exigencies of the work so demanded, to receive an appointment 
under a presiding elder. Such an exigency occurred, and he was em- 
ployed during the year by the Rev. James D. Coulling as assistant 
upon the Gloucester circuit, and did good and faithful service. In 1 862 , 
he was admitted on trial into the Virginia Conference of the M. E. 
Church, South, and from that time, with the exception of one year as 
chaplain in the army, and two years as a supernumerary, enforced by 
protracted ill health following a severe attack of typhoid fever, he 
filled successively appointments within the bounds of our Conference 
lrom the seashore to the mountains. 

He was twice married — first, in 1866 to Miss Bettie T. Hume, of 
Orange county, Virginia, who walked with him in true companion- 
ship for more than twenty five years, and whose bright, cheerful 
Christian spirit, and affection for him, and devotion to his work be- 
cause it was the Master’s work, gave inspiration for many a trial and 
many a hardship ; and then again, in the summer of the present year, 
to Miss Annie Standford, of Westmoreland county, Virginia — an elect 
lady who now mourns her loss, yet not as those without hope. So 
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soon did death follow upon the steps of this second marriage, that the 
tlowers of the bridal had scarcely withered before others were culled to 
be laid as an offering of tender and abiding love upon the grave of the 
husband. 

Few men have lived among us who possessed a larger share of those 
qualities which enter into the composition of a genial, kindly nature 
than the subject of this memoir. He was considerate of the feelings of 
others ; ready to minister to the diversified forms of distress ; carried 
no animosities ; recognized all excellences m his brethren, and be- 
yond, was ardent in his friendship and true to his promises. He lived 
straight out of the depths of an honest, candid, unsuspecting nature. 
If sometimes words fell from his lips which seemingly indicated a 
spirit of self complacency, a closer inspection disclosed the fact that 
. they were not the expressions of personal pride, but simply the mani- 
festation of a ready and keen appreciation ot all that was good and en- 
joyable in that with which he was allied. There was no world like 
his world. Friends were faultless. Possessions were without defect. 

His intellectual ability was confessedly of more than ordinary vigor. 
What was meager or deficient in certain directions was more than 
counterbalanced by endowments of a different style or character which 
gave tone and strength to his mental processes. His perceptions were 
clear and discriminating. He recognized quickly the leading points 
in the subject presented to his investigation. His sense of humor was 
largely developed. His memory was remarkable. A faet once ac- 
quired was seldom forgotten. Poetic imagination, he had none, and 
claimed none. Logical skill, as the term is usually employed, he never 
affected. Yet, nevertheless, he possessed the happy art of arranging 
and presenting truth in a manner at once, clear and interesting, and 
forcible. His Christian experience was calm, steady, progressive. 
He was soundly converted. He lived continually as in his “Gieat 
Taskmaster’s Eye.” The upward pathway broadened before him as 
the years added richer grace to grace already acquired. 

As a preacher he was deservedly popular. He never used his pen 
in the preparation of his sermons. There was no need of it. The tena- 
cious memory held fast to the line of thought which he projected, and 
the fervid spirit and the ready utterance gave power to the words 
which fell from his lips. Congregations heard him gladly. Churches 
were quickened and sinners were converted under his ministry, and he 
goes to his reward bearing sheaves. 

There were days in his life of great trial It was the fortune of this 
writer to be with him when the shadows fell darkest and deepest upon 
his pathway, and to know something of the poignancy of the grief which 
he experienced. Still, under the cloud, he was brave and undaunted. 
His trust in God never wavered. He believed that the night would 
give way to the day, and waited patiently without murmuring and 
without complaint, and lived to see the realization of the great hope 
which he cherished. 

Death came to him suddenly, but, as we believe, not unexpectedly. 
After an evening’s pastoral visitation, he returned to his room appa- 
rently in usual health, and in a few minutes complained of severe 
choking sensation, and before medical assistance could be summoned, 
he passed away, and the soul was with the God who gave it. His 
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funeral was largely attended, and his remains were buried at Cape 
Charles City. He leaves no dying testimony, yet his consecrated life 
is our stay and comfort, and the assurance of his entrance through 
the gates into the city. 

At midnight came the cry, 

“To meet thy God prepare,” 

He woke and caught his captain’s eye, 

Then strong in faith and prayer ; 

His spirit with a bound 
Left the encumbering clay, 

His tent at sunrise on the ground 
A darkened ruin lay. 

“ Servant of God, well done, 

Rest from thy loved emplov ; 

The battle fought, the vict’ry won, 

Enter thy Master’s joy.”

COLPORTAGE. 

To the Board of Colportage of the Virginia Annual Conference , M. E Church , South , 
Richmond, Va. : 

Dear Brethren— In submitting this — my sixth — annual report, the divine 
blessing upon our limited means and imperfect instrumentalities, enables me to 
assure you that, despite the hard times, the sale and circulation of our books and 
periodicals shows a considerable increase over last year. Our ledger contains ac- 
counts with 1,140 patrons as against 820 last year, and the volume of the business 
has reached the sum of $8,765, as against $7,580 last year, an increase of $1,185. 
The bulk of our work has been accomplished through our itinerant pastors, to 
whom we would accord the praise of a generous and hearty co-operation. The 
benevolent societies of our churches, as well as the Sunday-schools, Epworth 
leagues, and a number of our consecrated men and women, have aided us greatly ; 
and by enlisting in this work the normal agencies of the church, new and fruitful 
fields of activity and enterprise have been opened to some of our people, while the 
talents of others, who might have been idlers in the Lord’s vineyard, have been 
brought into pleasant and profitable exercise. If no other good had been accom- 
plished, the educative effect of this much-needed church work would be a priceless 
benediction, not only to those who have kindly given us a helping hand, but to 
the cause of evangelical Christianity in our Conference and Commonwealth. 

These facts furnish food for thought ; and, may I not add, that they demonstrate 
by the logic of an experimental test of six years, that the Virginia Conference 
plan of self-supporting Colportage, which has gone steadily forward even in 
“ troublous times,” prospering far beyond the hopes of its most sanguine friends, 
has vindicated its right to an abiding place among our most valuable evangelical 
agencies. While it is not perfect, it is capable of improvement, and it is far superior 
to the plan of District Colportage, which was fairly tried by our Conference and 
then abandoned by an almost unanimous vote because it lacked the connectional 
element ; was too contracted in its purposes and too meagre in its results. Much 
has been said in praise of the plan of Colportage in operation among our brethren 
of the Baptist Church in Virginia, which is the plan of support by public collec- 
tions in all their churches, for that worthy object, at least once a year. But 
after a trial of more than ten years, under the able and faithful administration of 
Dr. Pilcher, it is the judgment of a large and influential committee of the General 
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Association of Virginia, to whom that subject was recently referred, that this plan 
should be materially modified or abandoned altogether, because it absorbs the 
funds much-needed for the support of their home missions, and spends a large 
proportion of the money contributed by a generous people in support of its officers 
and in the payment of incidental expenses. These objections, it is thought, will 
prove fatal to that plan ; but they cannot be urged against our plan, for no collec- 
tions are taken up in our churches for this worthy object, and no officer of our 
board has the promise of a salary. There are no office or incidental expenses, and 
the board is not in danger of the evil of debt, because the General Colporter is 
personally responsible for all his bills, and he is expected to provide for all ex- 
penses of the business and to suffer all its losses, w T hether by bad debts, injury 
to stock or loss of patronage. 

These remarks have been made not invidiously nor for the ignoble purpose of 
self-glorification, but that we may learn by the logic of indisputable facts that our 
plan of self-supporting Colportage, yet in its infancy, is worthy of the cordial 
support and co-operation of all our people. Our ecclesiastical polity is distinctive, 
and our plan of Colportage is happily adjusted to its distinctive principles. It is, 
therefore, essentially Methodistic. Then, let us cleave to it, uphold it, rally to 
its standard and push forward the great work ! 

But it has been said that we do not keep a sufficient number of Colporters in the 
field. Well, if not, why not? Does the fault lie at our door ? Let us see. We 
have employed in this work twenty-one Colporters, three of whom have died at 
the post of duty, three are at work to-day, faithfully and efficiently, fifteen have 
grown weary, dropped out or been discontinued. Are you surprised at this large 
number of failures? Why should you be? Do you not know that about 90 per 
cent, of our merchants fail? That the number of men who win success in the 
mechanic arts, in the lucrative professions and in the commercial industries of the 
country is comparatively small? And what is the proportion of students in our 
colleges and universities, that take the highest honors of those great institutions ? 
Not one in twenty ! Why, then, should you think it a strange thing when of 
twenty-one Colporters fifteen fell short of our reasonable expectations? I say 
of our reasonable expectations, for these Colporters were all carefully selected 
men whom we employed and equipped for the work because they were endorsed 
and highly commended by their Presiding Elders, pastors and friends. How many 
Colporters are employed in Virginia by the Great American Bible Society, 
for which noble cause collections are taken up in all our churches once a year? 
Only three in the whole State, and only one in the bounds of the Virginia Conference, 
and he was appointed very recently. Fully one-fourth of the work of the Bible 
distribution within the territorial limits of our Conference is the work of our 
Colportage Board. How many Colporters are employed by the Southern Pres- 
byterian Church? Dr. Hazen, the efficient general agent of their Board of 
Publication, with headquarters in Richmond, tells me that one Colporter to a State 
is the most they expect to do. 

I respectfully submit, therefore, that with never less than from three to five 
Colporters always in the field, whose labors have been supplemented by scores of 
faithful pastors who, in addition to their ministerial offices, give a portion of their 
. valuable time to strictly Colportage work, all without the cost of one cent to the 
Conference and without the help of one dime from any benevolent collections, is 
it exactty just or generous to say that our board has shown lack of liberality or 
enterprise? I can only say, we have done what we could, and we deeply regret 
that we were not able to command the men and money for longer and better 
work. 
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The executive committee will make report in detail with respect to the Deposi- 
tory, at Ashland, Va., and the books, accounts, etc., of your General Colporter are at 
the seat of the Conference for inspection by the Board. And while willing to con- 
tinue in this work, for Christ’s sake, “ whose we are and whom we serve,” I 
would most gladly turn it over to any one whom you may consider better qualified 
and equipped for the important enterprise you have on hand.

BOARD OF COLPORTAGE. 

This year has been one of exceptional financial stringency, not only in the cities 
but also in the rural districts of our Conference, yet the work of Colportage has 
gone steadily forward. The report of Dr. Brown, the General Colporter, is highly 
gratifying, and we take pleasure in calling attention to some of its statements as 
worthy of special mention, namely, the amount realized from the sale of books 
and periodicals has gone beyond that of last year to the extent of $1,185 ; the num- 
ber of people patronizing the depository has also increased, and we have 320 more 
patrons this year than last. There are more regular colporters in the field. These 
facts show that the work is growing in importance each year. 

The Executive Committee presented the following report, which was accepted 
by the Board : 

To the Board of Colportage of the Virginia Conference : 

We, the Executive Committee, appointed by you at the last session of our Con- 
ference, met at Ashland, Va., June 12, 1895, and after looking carefully into the 
work of our General Colporter, were much impressed with the magnitude and 
value of the work, and with the skill and energy shown in its present manage- 
ment. Our personal inspection of the depository and of the stock on hand enables 
us to assure our friends and all concerned that Dr. Brown has exceptional facilities 
for filling their orders with promptness, and at the lowest prices. As was ex- 
pected, we found his work done in an eminently business-like manner. His books 
and accounts are in first class order, and his methods are admirably adapted to 
secure accuracy and to give fullness of information with respect to the several de- 
partments of the business. 

While Dr. Brown needs no endorsement or commendation from us, we take 
pleasure in saying that our confidence in his administration and our conception of 
the possibilities of the colportage work have been greatly strengthened and en- 
larged, and we bespeak for him the hearty support and co-operation of all our 
people.

Report No. 1. 

The committee desire to report that they have reviewed the several items of 
interest referred to them, and congratulate the Conference on the great work being 
done by the Methodist Press and Publishing House. 

The amount of business done by the house at Nashville is a gratifying assur- 
ance of the continued prosperity of our publishing interests. We find improved 
facilities at Nashville, Tenn., for printing and binding books, and the better work 
now being done gives promise of still larger circulation of our Methodist literature. 
Those of our authors who have manuscripts to print will find better and cheaper 
work in this line than heretofore. The promise to improve and cheapen our Sun- 
day-school literature is being realized. 

The practical thoughts by Dr. Carlisle ; the clear doctrinal statements from the 
versatile pen of Dr. Whitehead, and ‘the orientalisms by Dr. Chapman are worthy 
of special commendation. The lesson illustrations in the magazine, and the 
primary-class teaching by Bertha W. Tucker, with the introduction of the cate- 
chism and the general completeness of all the lesson papers indicate such im- 
provement that it is hoped by the friends of the house that the management will 
soon see the way to make a reduction in the prices of our Sunday-school periodi- 
cals. We say this in view of the fact that our Sunday-school literature is becom- 
ing more and more worthy of the patronage of our great Church, and, if it can be 
done, should be put in competition with the cheap alien literature that is used in 
some of our schools. 

It is worthy of note that the Methodist Review, a bi-monthly Journal of ele- 
vated character, edited by Dr. Tigert, has so grown in favor that it commands the 
patronage of our preachers and people, and is more than self-supporting. 

We hail the Epworth Era and Sunday-School Visitor as papers eminently 
adapted to the wants of the young people and children of our Church, and rejoice 
that the patronage of both is increasing. 

Our Sunday-school libraries have been carefully selected, and contain pure and 
wholesome intellectual and spiritual food for our people ; and we specially com- 
mend to students of the scriptures the Dictionary of the Bible, by Bishop J. C. 
Granbery, D. D. 

Resolved , That we cordially commend the Methodist Review , the Nashville Chris- 
tian Advocate, the Epworth Era and all the Sunday-school literature of our Church 
to the patronage of our people.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 1. 

To advance the cause of Christian education to which the Church is, by every 
token pledged, and in which our Conference has always been forward, we adopted 
last year a plan of thorough organization. Your Board is happy to report that the 
plan has received the hearty support of all the charges. Owing to the newness of 
the plan it has not yet gotten into perfect working order, and the practical opera- 
tions of it have already suggested some changes which will look to the perfecting 
of the plan which has, in the main, approved itself to the Church at large. Every 
district in the Conference has elected a District Board, and nearly all the charges 
have elected Local Boards, and within this year we hope to see the Conference 
thoroughly organized. 

As amendments to the Constitution of the Board we reccommend the following : 

In Article I., Section 1, after the words “to serve” in the first line insert “for 
four years,” so as to read : “ This Conference shall elect a Conference Secretary of 
Education to serve for four years without salary,” etc. 

In Article II., line 5, strike out the woids “ he shall, in the month of April, call 
a meeting of the Board for his district,” and insert : “ The Board shall effect its 
own organization, and shall hold its annual meeting at the District Conference 
and lay such plans,” etc. 

At the end of Section I., Article 2, add “ to report through its Secretary its or- 
ganization, with postoffice address of officers and members, and an abstract of its 
proceedings, to the Conference Board of Education.” 

In Article II., Section 2, in the first line after the word “ministry” insert 
“ whether licensed or unlicensed,” so that the paragraph shall read : “ No student 
for our ministry, whether licensed or unlicensed, shall,” etc. 

In Article II., Section 2, insert at the end of the section the words, “and report 
to the Secretary of the District Board the amounts that have been so forwarded ; 
and the Secretary of the Faculty of the Institution in which the student is entered 
shall send a report of the progress of the student to the Local and District Boards 
from which he comes.” 

In Article III., in line 2, after the word “ elected ” strike out the words “ by the ” 
and insert “annually at the second,” and after the word “Conference” insert 
“ under the call of question 15,” so that the paragraph shall read : “ In each pasto- 
ral charge there shall be a Local Board of Education consisting of three members, 
to be elected annually at the second quarterly Conference under the call of ques- 
tion 15, upon the nomination,” etc. 

The Randolpii-Macon System. — Under the leadings of Providence the Board of 
Trustees of Randolph-Macon College, representing the Methodists of the Virginia

and Baltimore Conferences, has come into the ownership and control of four insti- 
tutions, aggregating some six hundred and fifty thousand dollars of property, and 
enrolling last year five hundred and three students. These institutions are di- 
rected to the end of advancing the Kingdom of Christ by means of Christian edu- 
cation, directly by the upbuilding of noble, intelligent Christian character in their 
students, and mediately by preparing them as informed and consecrated workers 
for the Master’s vineyard. 

We do not think that our ministers or members are likely to exaggerate the im- 
portance of these educational institutions to our work. The gathering of over five 
hundred young people under such influences as prevail at all Randalph-Macon 
Institutions, and the earnest, faithful efforts of Christian teachers to develop their 
faculties w r hilst stimulating their aspirations after the highest good, and to inspire 
them to a deep devotion to the cause of Christ, must bring great addition of power 
to the Church in its membership and ministry. Converted souls and consecrated 
talent are most precious peat Is, which swine may trample underfoot, but which in 
the sight of God are of greatest price. 

The buildings and equipments at the college and the two academies are com- 
plete and fairly adequate to present uses. There will probably be early necessity 
to add to the Woman’s College to meet the demand arising from growing patron- 
age ; this will, however, probably not necessitate any call on the Church in general . 
Financially, the Board owes about sixty-five thousand dollars upon its six hun- 
dred and fifty-thousand dollars of property, fifty thousand dollars of which is upon 
the two academies. This debt is not alarming, but it is burdensome and necessi- 
tates a pause in the further development of our work until it can be cancelled. 
We must not leave either of our academies in such a situation that a bad business 
year or two would endanger its continuance. We must endow them with fifty- 
thousand dollars and make them accessible to all promising and diligent boys w T ho 
can raise the cash to pay the cost of their board, many of whom are anxious to 
avail themselves of the advantages w*e offer but are debarred by lack of means to 
pay the charges which our lack of endowment compels us to make. 

The resources of the Woman’s College are adequate to its maintenance upon 
the present basis and promise enlargement next year. There are large responsibil- 
ities to be met, large possibilities to achieve, and large room for wise benevolence 
in connection with this work. 

One hundred and thirty-tw r o students were matriculated at the College at Ash- 
land last year. This is not the patronage this noble Institution deserves. We must 
urge upon the Church throughout our borders to rally to the support of Randolph- 
Macon and make it w hat it should be and what the Church so imperatively needs^ 
The endow T ment should be doubled at once. We are able to do this work and the 
cause is worthy. 

The Blackstone Institute — The Blackstone Institute is owned by our Church 
and has had a prosperous year. While not in the Randolph-Macon system, it is 
correlated w T ith the Woman’s College and stands related to the latter as the acade- 
mies to the College at Ashland. 

We rejoice in the growing numbers of our young preachers who are taking the 
theological course at Vanderbilt University, and recommend all our young men 
proposing to enter the ministry to prepare themselves for their work by securing 
the advantages there offered. 

We offer the following resolutions for your adoption : 

1. Resolved, That we urge upon the Church to raise this year sixty-five thousand 
dollars to liquidate the indebtedness upon our educational lnstitutions. 
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2. Resolved. That we earnestly urge upon our ministers to preach upon the sub- 
ject of Christian Education and to exhort our people to educate their children at 
our own Institutions. 

3. Resolved !, That the presiding Bishop be and is hereby requested to re-appoint 
W. F. Tillet, D. L)., Professor in Vanderbilt University, and Rev. Janies Cannon, 
Jr., Principal of Blackstone Institute, and Rev. John T. Payne, Principal of Bowl- 
ing Green Seminary. 

4. Resolved, That the joint Board of Finance be requested to apportion to the 
several districts three thousand five hundred dollars for use in our own Conference, 
and five hundred and sitxy-four dollars for the work of the General Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Your Board commends the w r ork done at the Danville College for young ladies, 
The Suffolk Female College, the Southern Female College, and the Bowling Green 
Seminary, and presents them as worthy of the patronage of our people.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 2. 

The Board of Education begs leave to submit the following report No. 2 : 

1. To amend the constitution of the Board as follows : 

In Section I., paragraph 2, line 4, after the word “ and *’ to strike out “ the travel- 
ling expenses of members of the District Boards when in the discharge of their 
duties as members of the Board ” and insert *• such other expenditures as may be 
authorized by the Board.” 

2. That an assessment of two hundred dollars be laid upon the Conference for 
Paine and Lane Institutes to be prorated with the assessments for Randolph- 
Macon and the General Board. 

3. We offer also for your adoption the following resolution : 

Resolved , That the fourth Sunday in June be especially designated as the day on 
which the sermon on Christian Education, under paragraph 136 of the Discipline, 
shall be preached ; that special prayer be made for our schools and colleges, and 
that, where the preacher in charge deems it advisable, the educational collection 
shall then be taken.

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SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

The Sunday-school Board present the following report: 

Throughout the bounds of our Conference there seems to be no diminution of 
zeal, but rather an increasing interest in teaching and studying the word of God 
in our Sunday-schools. There is annually a marked improvement in this pre- 
eminently important work. There are now earnest endeavors made by many of 
our active laymen and pastors to have not only a Sunday school in every Church, 
but as far as practicable to have every Church in the Sunday school. Twenty-five 
per cent, more of our adult Christians are now studying the Bible in these schools 
than there were twenty years ago. Twenty-two thousand dollars were expended 
last year for Sunday-school purposes, while the schools are blessed with ever in- 
creasing facilities, which enable them the more effectively to do their work. 

We cannot now state the exact number of scholars converted the present year, 
but our Conference ‘Annual shows that 3,943 of our Sunday-school pupils were 
converted last year. Such a glorious ingathering of souls should stimulate us to 
prosecute this important department of Church- work with fresh zeal and courage. 
A child saved is doubly saved— his life is saved as w T ell as his soul. This cannot 
be said of a man converted in old age. 

We are glad to state that under the management of Dr. Kirkland, our Sunday- 
school editor, some improvement has been made in our Sunday-school literature, 
and we can recommend it as worthy of adoption by all our schools. 

We call attention to the fact that the Board requires that all applications for 
assistance for needy Sunday-schools must be signed by the preacher or Presiding 
Elder in whose charge or District the school is located. 

The following resolutions are offered for adoption : 

1. Resolved , That w r e heartily recommend all our Sunday-school periodicals as 
eminently worthy of a place in all our Sunday-schools. 

2. Resolved , That we fully endorse all the efforts of Dr. Kirkland to give us such 
Sunday-school literature as our schools need. 

3. Resolved , That Children’s Day be observed in all our charges either in the 
month of May or June.

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BIBLE CAUSE. 

The Book, the Book of books, no word of ours is necessary before this body to 
establish and commend the value of the Word of God. 

The Bible Society of Virginia represents the American Bible Society,, has its 
depository in Richmond, and in addition eight other depositories, respectively at 
Smithville, Va., at Lynchburg, Charlottesville, Lexington, Salem, Norfolk, Williams- 
burg, and Alexandria. The Society has four colporters who make colportage their 
special work : one in Fredericksburg and Alexandria, one in Pulaski and Washing- 
ton counties, one in Petersburg and vicinity, one in Manchester. In the latter 
place an invalid Methodist woman has given circulation to over one hundred 
dollars worth of Bibles last year. There are also those who devote a part of their 
time to colportage and have the privilege of aiding the destitute, under the regu- 
lations of the Society ; eighteen persons are thus engaged in different parts of the 
Commonwealth, receiving their books from the Society and reporting for same 
thereto. 

There are many others who buy the books and keep them on sale in their stores 
having been induced, some of them, to do so by the efforts of the General Agent 
W. A. Campbell, D. D., whose labors, also, in the cause in general have been valu- 
able and important. 

The Virginia Bible Society takes advantage of every method and opening for 
the circulation of the Scriptures, believing the active canvass from house to house 
to be the best and only sure way to reach those who are most needy. We have 
heard on this floor that one family about in twelve in the State remains destitute 
of the Bible. 

The Society circulated the past year 12,072 volumes, value, $4,822. As is well 
known, the American Bible Society supplies with Bibles all the foreign mission 
fields of the Protestant Churches in America, and has circulated in foreign lands 
735,221 volumes during the past year. It has appropriated for the foreign work of 
the coming year, $176,665. Its appeal to the Christians of America cannot be re- 
sisted. The books of the Society are placed at cost of production to those who 
buy, and are furnished to the poor without cost. There are many interesting 
items which must necessarily be excluded from this brief report. 

We believe the statistics will show that collections for the Cause have been 
more general among us than formerly, due, perhaps, to the question in Quarterlv 
Conference, “ What are we doing for the American Bible Society?’’

TEMPERANCE. 

The committee to whom was referred the subject of Temperance and Sabbath 
Observance beg leave to report. 

From observations made by us we are'thoroughly convinced that the Church 
should use every legitimate means to cultivate reverence for the day that God has 
ordered to be kept holy, and to educate the public mind to an active and earnest 
opposition to every phase of the liquor traffic. The powerful influences of those 
organizations made for the purpose of promoting the sale of ardent spirits are 
inimical to Sabbath observance, because the iniquitous trade demands seven days 
in the week in which to carry forward the work of human ruin

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The messengers of truth, heralding the scheme of redemption, find one of their 
grea est difficulties in the widespread teachings of the twin demons of error— the 
liquor trade and the desecration of the Holy Sabbath. 

As the Sabbath was made for man to secure his best advancement in spiritual 
and physical good, it becomes all good people of every name to keep it from de- 
struction. In this active age, when everything connected with humanity i& 
brought into requisition to meet its demands, the Sabbath, with its hallowing in- 
fluences and conserving power, is run over rough-shod and treated as a defunct 
institution. Railroads and steamboats must make dividends, and to make them, 
the multitude must be made to use God’s day for their recreation and amusement. 
Half-rates on Sunday offer the temptation, which lures the crowd. The Sunday- 
school, the Church and the home are deserted for the day. The excursionists 
come home demoralized. The railway employees, deprived of their needed 
rest, not only demoralized, but depressed with the thought that they have had to- 
make sport, like Samson, for the pleasure of others. 

In our cities and towns and along our railways, the first thing you hear and see is 
the paper-vender, selling and distributing the “ Sunday-paper,” filled with all sorts 
of reading, but with a deal of sack and a penny worth of bread, which, if a man 
would swallow before going to Church, would, from its mass alone, not counting: 
its matter, utterly prevent the entrance of any good seed sown by the preacher. 
It is appalling to think of the mental and moral condition of the multitudes who- 
read the contents of Sunday papers and nothing else. Mental and moral dyspepsia, 
would be a mild disease to follow such a regimen ; mental and moral paralysis 
would be more likely the result. 

Think, then, of the effect of this on the young. Rapes, murders, embezzlements,, 
theaters, prize-fighting, filling nine pages out of ten, magnifying what ought to be 
kept in the background, and minifying the true, the honest and all that is of good 
report. They are taught and influenced thus to believe that mankind are nine- 
tenths bad, and drawn in by a whirlpool, as it were, to do and be what appears to- 
be the world at large. 

We repudiate what has been said : The public secular press is intended to be 
and should be a mirror reflecting only what is cast upon its surface. Why should 
this be so ? It has been called “ the third estate.” Should this great power pander 
to the corrupt lusts and practices of mankind? As well say that the doctor 
should pander to the appetite ,of his patient ; that the father should give to^his 
children stones and serpents as well as bread and fish. Mirrors are good things 
when they show men their defects and deformities with a view to enable them to- 
correct them, but when they encourage them in deformities, they are evil. 

But what has the Church of God to do with these matters? It has much— not 
only in its public utterances but the example and practice of its members. 

The father or mother or Sunday-school teacher that patronizes Sunday excur- 
sions, not only violates his own sacred vows, but sets an example which will affect 
those under him. The same may be said of all such as patronize or purchase 
Sunday papers and read them. Somebody is being “ offended ” by all such, some 
one is "confirmed in doing wrong, and if the Saviour had any,meaning to his words, 
such offenders will find mill-stones around their neck, or something worse in the 
great day of reckoning. 

We offer the following : 

1. As we believe the Sabbath was instituted to keep up our reverence of God 
and all that is good and holy, w T e exhort our people to observe it as enjoined in the 
Scriptures and_our Discipline. 
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2. That we request our ministers to see that no uncertain sound is heard from 
their pulpits in regard to the proper observance of the Sabbath day. 

3. That we urge our people to abstain from Sunday excursions and Sunday news- 
papers, and from all practices which violate the Sabbath and tend to impair its 
sacred ness. 

4. That it is our solemn conviction that every lover of Christ and His cause 
should be an uncompromising opposer of the liquor traffic, and should use every 
legitimate means to secure its suppression by educating the people against its 
license.

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We note with regret that the amount contributed within the bounds of our Con- 
ference for Church Extension, and reported at this session, is nearly two hundred 
dollars less than the amount raised the year before. We fear that our preacher 8 
and people do not duly appreciate the value and importance of this enterprise of 
the Church. It is a potent agency for good which we do not, fora moment, believe 
came into existence fortuitously. It was not the accidental suggestion of any one 
man, nor the product of the combined thought and earnest counsel of many ; but 
rather the mind and purpose of God as expressed through human instrumentality 
in its inception and successful operation. It came into existence at the bidding of 
the Divine One at the time which he saw fittest and best, and its success thus far 
achieved is a proof and pledge of His approval and help. The valuable work 
accomplished through this agency could not have been done at least so thoroughly 
and well by any other. It serves to distribute the contributions of our people for 
building and repairing churches in needy communities, wisely and judiciously. 
Heretofore our people in poor sections and sparsely settled districts of country, 
realizing the importance of erecting a church building to conserve the forces 
already existing as well as to meet demands which they observed fast approach- 
ing, have succeeded only as they have been able by personal appeal to reach the 
ear and touch the heart of the liberal and benevolent. In many instances the 
most worthy objects have failed because not represented by agents who were com- 
petent and could insure a hearing ; the most needy and deserving have often re- 
ceived but little notice at the hands of the liberal and able. Our system of Church 
Extension takes cognizance of every case, looks carefully into the merits of each, 
and then distributes the funds in hand according to their relative importance. 
Thus the gifts of our people are wisely employed, and the contributor exempt 
from the uncertain task of ascertaining whether or not the object is worthy. Our 
system of Church Extension serves also to make us, as a Church, more co-opera- 
tive and connectional. It broadens our view, enlarges our liberality, and combats 
that spirit of narrowness and selfishness which is so much to be deplored and con- 
demned wherever it exists. 

We need to be more deeply impressed with the fact, that we are one, that a 
contracted view is nut of harmony wfith the spirit and character of our Christianity, 
that our sweep of vision should embrace the whole world, and our effort to secure 
the moral and spiritual betterment of men should be directed to the whole human 
family. This, the gospel contemplates, and to do this should be our aim and de- 
light. Many of us need to be drawn by the power of a common interest in man- 
kind away from home and self, and brought to appreciate the fact that the pros- 
perity and success of God’s cause is ours, and should be our chief glory whenever 
and by whomsoever achieved. We know of no agency in our Church better calcu- 
lated to bring about this result than our system of Church Extension. Our work 
in this department is co-operative also. We have not one or two only contributing 
to a good and laudable object, but the whole Church. The gifts combine and co- 
operate, centering themselves on the same object and seeking to accomplish the 
same noble end. The largest and smallest gifts meet and unite in practical har- 
mony. Another feature of this system is, its flexible character — its adaptation to 
the choice of our people in making their contributions. It not only comes to the 
relief of the needy poor with donations to aid them in building churches, but it 
provides also for a loan fund, by which churches are enabled to borrow for imme- 
diate relief, returning the amount to our treasury when in better circumstances. 
Those who contribute to this fund have the satisfaction of knowing that the money 
thus employed is never exhausted. It extends its help from place to place, and

The Conference Mission Board. 



Report No. 1. 

The cause of Missions rests for authority upon the two-fold basis of a divine 
work and a divine word. Christ assumed humanity to redeem it and to exalt it ; 
and when the end of His earthly ministry was finished, He commanded His dis- 
ciples, “ Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature.” The 
Church confessedly is awaking to a clearer conception of her responsibility as 
defined by that marvelous life and those weighty words, and everywhere is increas- 
ing her liberality and putting forth more strenuous efforts to bring the ignorant 
and benighted to a knowledge of the truth; still, abroad and at home, there re- 
mains much land to be possessed. 

Your Board of Missions desire in the beginning to emphasize the claims of 
foreign evangelistic work. Southern Methodism has here, indeed, a record deserv- 
ing of praise. Out of the poverty of thirty years, superinduced by the wreck and 
ruin of Civil War and repeated financial depressions, she has contributed millions 
to the spread of the Gospel among waste and desert places. Still, a larger liberality 
and a multiplication of our forces in all foreign mission fields is at once the duty 
and the demand of the hour. Never since the barbaric hordes overran Europe 
has there been such a movement among the nations of the earth. Never was 
there such unsettling of old opinions, such a breaking down of centuries of super- 
stition, such opening of doors for the inmarching of Christian soldiery ; and these 
mighty upheavals present opportunities which address a clear and distinct utter- 
ance to the Church, and imperatively impose upon her a quickening of activity and 
an enlargement of missionary operations. 

This new' condition of things may require certain modifications in our methods 
of w r ork. It cannot, how r ever, supersede the necessity of the faithful improvement 
of all means at our command for the furtherance of the Gospel. The ministry is 
to be more fully enlisted in the proclamation of the demands made by so gracious 
and auspicious an era. Our women are to be encouraged in the prosecution of the 
noble work in which they are engaged. Our Rosebud Societies are to be assidu- 
ously fostered ; our Sunday-schools are to be made more and more tributary to the 
conquests of the Cross; our missionary literature is to be more diligently and 
widely circulated, and in these w T ays the full power of the Church is to be put 
forth for the conversion of the world for Christ. 

Your Board would take occasion to state, that the “ Review of Missions ,” containing 
reports from our different fields of foreign missionary labor, can be procured at 50 
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-cents per annum ; and that the paper, “All for Christ ,” is a marvel of cheapness at 10 
cents a year, and full of helpful and stimulating information. These publications 
should be in all the homes of our people. 

Our Domestic Missions are no less deserving of the support and fostering care of 
the Church than those that are abroad. 

The reports which have been submitted to the Board indicate encouraging pro- 
gress in the work at home. 

Several of the charges to which appropriations are made will soon become self- 
sustaining, and promise large and permanent results to the Church. 

The Board would urge our pastors to do all in their power to awaken an intelli- 
gent and enthusiastic interest upon the part of our people in missionary work 
within the bounds of our own Conference. 

Here at home it is only necessary for us to “ lift up our eyes and look upon the 
fields, for they are white already to harvest;” and heroic and faithful men of God 
are ready to cultivate them. The Church, therefore, should embrace the oppor- 
tunity thus afforded her and meet the responsibility which the opportunity de- 
volves.
